$100 each per year, the next fifty at 
and ail after that at $50. 
Five years 
ago the city council thought it had the 
right to fix the amount to be paid and 
reduced it to $50 uniformly fur ail 
hydrants, saving about $0,000 annually 
to the city and reducing the price to 
private consumers about 25 per cent. 
Th e water company fought the council 
and in the circuit court «Judge Shaw 
gave a verdict for the city.

F re e ­
